Bodies in Mound Near 


Bainbridge. 














BONES WRAPPED IN PEARLS 


Skulls of Two-in Copper Hel- 
mets—Silver and Tortoise — 
Shell Ornaments Dug Up. 


by ornaments of copper, 8 and tor- 
tolse shell and with copper helmets 6n 
the skulls of .two, what are believed to 
be the bodies, four in number,, ofa 
royal family of ‘the ancient Mound 
Builders were discovered yesterday in 
a charnel house in: the ‘Price® mound, 


in the: Seip. group, near Bainbridge, 
Ohio. 


The explorers — that, like the 
Egyptians, the American mound buildérs 
sometimés. buried their royal dead \in 
heavy-timbered mausoleums, under cano- 
Piles of exquisitely fashioned cloth; and 
that when these tomis.weére bunt the 
tribesmen carried earth in baskets and 
heaped it on the sepuichrés wntil they 
had reared mountains thirty feet above 
the level of the surrounding country. 

In the sepulchre was found the first 
bit of cloth ever*keen in a North Amer- 
iean mound. - The design was of. con- 
centric, circles, ‘almost perfect _geomet- 
rically.. ~The mausoleum could be traced 
by the rotted and charred timbers that 
surrounded the Platform on which the 
bodies lay, and on. the ceiling of the 
sepulchre’could be seen the imprint.of a 
fabric which had decayed. 

Curator Harry C. Shetrone and. Di- 
rector C. W. Mills of the Ohio Archaeo- 
logical .and — Historical Museum and 
Girard Fowks, world famous mound ex- 
plorer, were present when the discoveries 
were made. 

Some. of the pearls were as large as 
hickory nuts “and ° others as. small as 
pinheads. Tusks of a grizzly bear, said 
by the explorers to be the largest ever 
uneafthed in, America’s’ ‘‘Vatley of the 
‘Kings,"’ were among. the relics. -

The fact that President Coolidge aia 
not discuss the coal strike ‘with Secre- 
tary Davis or’ other Cabinet members 
has led“to the conclusion that he will, 
take no steps until public sentiment has. 
crystallized. President Coolidge is willing 
that Governor Pinchot shall exercise 
what authority he has as Governor of 
Pennsylvania to settle the dispute be-.

In winning the cup today the United 
States drew further away from Australia 
and England in the number of victories 
gained in the international competition.

Commission such new 
reasons as they have been able to find, 
since the Jast hearing they had, why 
rates showld not be raised by the New 
York and New Haven road. They have 
obtained this, as the Commissioners say 
in ‘consenting’ to..reopen the case, “be- 
cause every opportunity should be af- 
forded to the commuters to present new 
or additional relevant evidence.” 
*That is in accord with what has been 
the ccurse of the commission ever since 
the matter of higher rates came up, and 
it indicates that the Commissioners have, 
as they should have, a realizing sénse 
of how important it fs to a large part 
of the Westchester population not to be 
made to pay more than a strictly reason- 
able amount for the privilege of riding 
between their homes and the city. 

It. is the commission’s duty to protect 
the commuters from undue exactions by 
the railway, but it is also its duty to‘ 
see to it that the railway gets a fair 
profit from the service it renders. 
Radically conflicting interests thus are 
involved, and, whatever the ultimate de- 
cision may be, either the’ company or 
the commuters will be dissatisfied.

Re- 
ports on corrosion, especially of alumi- 
num alloys and duralumin, have been is- 
sued’ from time to time by the Bureau 
of Standards: It is well known that 
heat-treated aluminum alloys after ex- 
posure to the action of tap-water show 
local perforation and pitting, and that 
welded Joints of these alloys often break 
at the junctures. A metal may. give a 
high. tensile strength and elastic limit 
without showing high resistance to cor- 
rosion—an essential requisite ‘in all me- 
tallic construction. It is algo wellknown 
that most’ aluminum alloys, as well as 
pure aluminum, are subject to corrosion- 
cracking. Thé last mentioned defect has 
been only superficially studied: Séason- 
cracking has been observed by ‘a number 
of workers; had more comprehensive 
work been done inthis djrection startling 
facts: which would guide engineers. in 
building aluminum alloy structures 
would have been discovered,

These Indians,, among» the most. intelli- 
gent in America, lodged’ charges of the 
gravest. nature against the Indian Bu- 
reau of the Department ofthe Interior 
and declared that if thecommittee would 
give ‘therh the’ time they ‘would ‘prove 
every charge from the records of the 


: It. was alleged that*more than 63,000,- 
000 feet Of timber had.peen sold from 
their reservations and ‘that, to date they 
have received ‘not a penny, and that 
every request for an accounting has been 
réfused “by « the representative of’ the 
Indian ‘Bureau, 

Again it was alleged that the lands of 
these Indians are leased, without their 
consent to white séttlers and that fn nu- 
merous cases where the lessee failed to 
make good’ and had quit the lands the 
bondsman who had guaranteed the trans- 
action; himsélf proved: unworthy,’ with 
the result that the whole contract 
proyed tobe worthless so far as the In- 
dian owner was concerned. In all in- 


stances “it was said the Indian agent 
and’ not the Indian owners aclected the 


boridsman. 

Sec of ‘the Interior Work. and 
| Charles’ H.- Burke, Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs in Washingtoh, were ap- 
pealed to in vain many times, said the 
chiefs. A month ago; it: was testified, 
Mr. Burke visited the reservations and 
he stayed, declared the ninety-year-old 
chief, James ‘Wilson, only ‘“‘one sleep,”’ 
or one day, ‘and he gave the Indians, 
added “Old Jim,’’ just ten minutes. in 
which to: put their grievances before 
him; ‘‘and he used up most of that ten 
minutes making.a speech of his own,’’ 
said. Chief James. 


Five Picturesque Spokesmen. 


The chiefs, who. appeared. today were 
even more .picturesque than were .the 
Flatheads chieftains who told their tales 
of ‘woe at Missoula last week. The Flat-_/ 
heads are the poorest of all the Ameri- 
can tribes. On the other hand, the nI- 
dians ‘whose chiefs*came to Pendleton 
today aré not in want. Many.of them 
are highly educated, 

They are of two classes, the short- 
haired andthe tong-hatred, the latter 
the ‘older ones who gefuse to adopt the 
hair cut of the white Iman. Chief — 
is long-haired and so is eighty-fo 
years: old Amos of the Umatillas, but 
Chief Henry Lookinglass, a Wallawalla, 
and Chief Paul: Charley and Chief Sum- 
kin, both Nez Perces; are modern In- 
dians who talk English and wear Amer- 
ican clothes.
